"Mme. Breshkovsky spoke brief¬ 
ly," one reads "mainly in an effort 
to deal I'schaikovsky."*, The self- 
sacrifice, which has been the key¬ 
note of this remarkable -.voman's 
career, thus api>care<i transcendent 
hr the trial at St. retershurR last 
week. S'xty-eiffht years old this 
cclebtated revolutionist .-iRain goes 
into exile, where she has already 
si>eut so much of her life. Happily 
the severest hardships of penal ser¬ 
vitude arc not now in store for her. 
but probably this marks the end of 
her active career, "llabushka,” or 
"Rrandmother.'’ as she is affection¬ 
ately known by the revolutionary 
party, thus passes from the stage. 

I t was very early in life that Kath¬ 
arine Hrcslikovsky dedicated 
herself to the cause of the up¬ 
lift of the Russian people. Well 
born, her father inspired her with 
librral ideas and taught her to re¬ 
flect upon the contlitions arountl 
her. Imagine Russia as it was fifty 
years ago. The entire working 
class was still in slavery for Alex¬ 
ander 11 had not yet emancii)ated 
the .serfs. At to years of age Kath¬ 
erine went to St. I’ctcrsbttrg and. 
curiously, she met on the train 
Prince Peter Kra)iolkin, who was 
later on to become celebrated as a 
Russian revolutionist and exile. He 
was already bursting with zeal to 
attack the Russian .system, and, on 
tliat journey, he inspired the young 
woman with the revolutionary 
spirit. She did not however, im¬ 
mediately enter upon revolutionary 
work. She married a nobleman 
and with him endeavored to edu¬ 
cate the pt^asants ^on their estate. 
It was when the govcrmncnl inler- 
feretl with their efforts ami placed 
them under police surveillance a.s 
conspirators that Katharine finally 
revolted. She was then jfi. The 
husljand declined to enter upon an 
avowedly revolutionary career, de¬ 
fying all cslahlished ,'uitl’ority, and 
the wife left him, delemiined, as 
the afterward said, “to suffer exile 
and death, if necc'.sary, in the 
cause of freedom." 

The Russia of the late fio's and 
early 70's was not a particularly 
comfortable pKlce for a beautiful 
amt well-bciru young woman who 
had chosen so precarious a career.
